TE "IR had a violent hot Summer in theſe 3 
wich much Thunder and Lightning ; which hath 
done conſiderable Damage to the Farmers, in burning 
their Hay and Corn in their Granaries. Complaints ar- 
rive here daily from all the Provinces, that Hove DAM | 
conſumed their Harveſts. 

This the Caurt Party interpret as A Jab on them 
for their Rebellions ; cauſing it to be induſtriouſſy ſpread 
about in all Companies, that Heaven is angry with the 
Inhabitants of Guyenne, Bourdeaux, and other Prowinces, 
for taking up Arms this Year againſt their Severeign, I 
know not how far this Cenſure is juſtifiable; But it is 
obſerved. that the People of theſe Rebellious Prowinces 
have received more apparent and irreparable Injuries hy 
the Lightning, than thoſe of other Parts.

He ſoon got a conſiderable Command in the Army of 
Rewolters ; where he ſignalized himſelf by many brave 


Actions, which fpoke him a Man of an invincible Cou - 


rage, and admirable Conduct. So that at length none 


was thought more fit than he to be General. In fine, he 


acquitted himſelf ſo gallantly in that high Office, and has 
ſo wrought himſelf into the Affections of the People, 
that they now look upon him as a Prophet or Saviour; 
and the Divan, or Parliameut of that Nation, have con- 
ferred on him the Sovereign Authority. „ 

Thoſe of the Engliſb, which are affected to his Intereſt, 
ſpeak great Things in his Praiſe: They call him another 
Miſes or Joſbua; they prefer him to Hannibal, Scipio, 
and even to the Great Alexander. It is difficult for them 
to ſpeak of him without Hyperboles. Itis ſaid the King 
of France will court his Friendſhip. Indeed all the 
Neighbouring Countries ſtand in awe of this ſucceſsful 
Hero. And the Hollanders, who are the only People 
that durſt engage in a War with the Erg/i/þ Common- 
wealth, now ſeek for Peace, ſince he is inveſted with the 
ſupreme Authority. 

In the mean time. the poor exiled King of the Scots 
takes Sanctuary in this Court, with his Mother the late 
Queen of England, and his Brother, whom they call the 
Duke of York. The French King allows them all very 


confiderable Penſions ; and the latter has ſome Com- 


mand in the Army in Flanders. There is another Bro- 
ther alſo ; but little talked of as yet, being the youngeſt 
of the Three. |

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They are generouſly entertained here, it being the ye. 
euliar Honour of this Court to be a hoſpitable Refuge to 
Princes in Diſtreſs. Vet obſerving Men ſay, the King 
will in Time grow weary of his Royal Gueſts; it being 
very chargeable to maintain them, and their burthenſome 
Retinue. Beſides, he will have ſome Reaſon of State to 
diſcard them, if he enters into a League with Oliver the 
new Engliſh Sovereign, who is courted on all Hands. 
Eliachim the Few (of whom thou wilt hear in the Pi. 
wan) is juſt come into my Chamber, and brings me word, 
that there is an Expreſs newly arrived, who informs the 
Queen of a Defeat given to the Spaniards near. a City 
called Rozes, which they had beſieged in Catalonia. The 
French were going to the Relief of this Place, and the 
Spaniards ſet upon them in their March, but were: beaten 
into their Trenches; from whence they fled by Night, 
leaving three hundred Spaniards onthe Spot, almoſt two 
thouſand Priſoners. and all their Cannon and Baggage. 
| This has put the Court into a jolly Humour. .Nothing 
but Revelling and Dancing employs their Time: The 
young King taking great Delight in Balls, Maſques, and 
ſuch Recreations; having left off Hunting, ever ſince 
his Horſe ran away with him in the Tenth Moon of this 
Year, after he had ſhot a Partridge. Whereof I have 
ſpoken already in one of my Letters. 5 
The great God preſerve thee from Precipices, Poyſon, 
the Glances of a Witch, and from being canonized a 
Martyr in a String: And, for other Deaths, thou haſ 
Virtues enough to encounter them bravely.

INCE what I wrote: Taſt in behalf of the Brute Ani- 
mals is ſo acceptable to thee, I. will comply with thy 

Requeſt, in continuing that Diſcourſe. Fo 
It is certain the Ancients had another Opinion of the 
Beaſts than theſe French Philoſophers, who deny them the 
Uſe of Reaſon. Socrates uſed to {wear by the animal 
Generations, and ſo did Rhadamanthus before him. The 
Egyptians formed the Images of their Gods in the Simi- 
litude of Beaſts, or Birds, or Fiſhes. So the Grecians fixed 
the Horns of a Ram. on the Head of Jupiter's Statue, 
and thoſe of a Bull on the Image of Bacchus. They 
compounded the Image of Pan of a Man and a Goat; 
painted the Muſes, and Graces with Wings: And the 
Poet Pindar makes all. the Gods winged, and GH 
cnt 
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nem in the Shapes of ſeveral Beaſts, when in his Hymns 
he introduces them chaſed by Tryphon. Thou knoweſt 
alſo, that our holy Doctors affirm the Ange]! Gabriel to 
have Wings, with one of which he once gave a Mark to 
the Moon. 1 5 | | | | 
When the Poets bring in Jupiter courting Paſiphae, 
he appears in the Form of a Bull. - And in his other- 
Amours, if we may believe them, he changed himſelf 
ſometimes'into a Swan, then into an Eagle: They report 
alſo, that he was ſuckled by a Goat. 5 
For theſe and other Reaſons, the Ancients not only 
ſorbore to injure their Fellow- Animals, but entertained 
them with ſingular Affection and Friendſhip. A Dove 
was the Darling of Semiramis. A Dog was the Joy of 
Cyrus. Philip King of Macedonia, made a Swan his 
Companion. And our holy Law-giver was often wont 
to ſport himſelf with a Cat. He loved this Creature for 
is Cleanlineſs and Activity; and therefore we Mayul- 
nan; generally have a Cat in great Eſteem and Venera- 
non: mn HOP LR ä bes 
That Favourite of God underſtood the Languages of 
Beaſts, and converſed as familiarly with them as with 
Men. So it is famed of Melampus and Tireſias of old, 
is alſo of  Apollonius Tyaneus, who affirmed to his Friend 
ſtting by him, that a Sparrow, which he heard chirping 
to his Fellows, told them of an Aſs which he had ſeen 
fall down with his Load a little way off from that Place. 
lt is alſo recorded of a Boy, who underſtood all the Voices 
of Birds, and by that Means could foretel Things to 
come, That his Mother, by pouring Urine into his Ears 
when he was aſleep, deprived him of this incompara- 
ble Gift, for fear he ſhould be taken from her, and pre- 
ſented to the King. There is no Queſtion, but ſeveral 
Nations have a certain Knowledge of the Speech of 
ſome Animals. My Countrymen, by a peculiar Gift 
beſtowed. on our Fathers and their Pofterity for ever, 
underſtand the Language of Crows, and Eagles. And 
the Ancients were ſo well verſed in this Knowledge, 
that when they - converſed with the Birds, or at leaſt 
when they heard them in their Languages utter Preſages 
of what ſhould ſhortly happen on Earth, they —_—_

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ded themſelves that thoſe Birds were the Meſſengers of 
the Gods, Therefore the Eagle was ſuppoſed to be the 
Meſſenger of Jupiter, and the Crow — Hawk of Ahl.

It is evident, that our common Huntſmen underſtand 
the different Voices of their Dogs, when at a Diſtance 
they ſignify by one kind of Cry, that they are queſting 
after the Hare ; by another, that they have found her;

to the Right Hand. or to the Left. So thoſe who look 
after Cattle, know by the Voice of the Bull, when he is 
hungry, thirſty, or weary, or when he is ſtung with 
Luſt, So by the Roaring of the.

of the various Wants, Inclinations and Paſſions of thoſe

Nor are theſe Animals ignorant of our Language, but 
by our Voice and Words they know when we are angry 
_ or pleaſed, when we call them to us, or drive them from 
us: And our domeſtick Animals obey accordingly, with 
as much Promptneſs and Alacrity as a Man or Maid-ſer- 
vant, All which could. not be, if they were not endued 
with Faculties conformable to ours. They alſo teach 
their young Ones to ſing artificially. In a Litter of 
Dogs, Huntſmen chuſe the beſt by this Experiment: They 
take ali the Whelps from the Bitch, and carry them to 
ſome Place a little diſtant ; then they obſerve which ſhe fit 
carries back again, and thoſe always prove the beſt Dogs. 
What is this diſtinguiſhing Faculty in the Bitch but Rea-

deen hurt; unleſs thou wilt ſay, they are ſerviceable in 


our Dreams, and help our Souls to ſpy the dark Chime- 
ras of the Night. However, Iremember it was no ſmall 
Grief, even in that Abſence of the Sun, to be only ſen- 
ſible of the Privation by my Ears: For whilſt the Win- 


dows of my Soul were ſhut, it was in vain for thoſe of 


my Chamber to be open; which before this Misfortune 

would, by letting in the Light of the Moon or Stars, 
have convinced me, That it was Night, without being 
Heholden to the Clocks and Bells of the Convents for my 
Intelligence, as I was under this Affliction.

Nay ſuch was my Paſſion and Melancholy, during this 
ſhort Eclipſe of my Eyes, that I preferred to mine even 
the Life of thoſe dumb Animals, whom Men have learn- 


ed to call irrational, becaufe they expreſs their Sentiments 


by inarticulate - Sounds, a Diale& which we do not un- 
derſtand. And I could almoſt have wiſhed my ſelf me- 


tamorphoſed, though it were into a Dog, provided I 
might but have that Senſe; the want of which renders our 


Humanity imperfect, and a Burden to itſelf; Or, if thou 


wilt blame me for ſuch a Wiſh, I cannot forbear think- - 


ing that Dog happier than his Maſter, whom I have ſeen 


leading a blind Man in a String along the Streets of Paris. 


How Prudently did that faithful Creature a& the Guide 
in crofling the Way, if any Danger threatened his Charge, 
as a Cart, Coach, or Throng of People? And all this 
Conduct was owing to his Eyes, which made him wiſer 
than his Maſter, who, had he enjoyed this Senſe, might 
not, for ought I know, have ſurpaſſed his kind Brute in 


the Exerciſe of Reaſon. 


And now I am fallen on this Subject of the Wiſdom of 
Brutes, I muſt not forget a Story which I have read in 


Plutareb, as alſo in a certain French Author, of a Dog in 


the Court of the Roman Emperor Veſpaſian, which would 


act to the Life all the Agonies and Symptoms of Death 
at the Command of a Mountebant, who had taught him 


many ſuch comical Tricks to divert the Grandees of 
Rome. .

Who will 
deny now that theſe Oxen were Mathematicians; or that 
that Ship Dog had any need to ſtudy Euclid's Elements, 
who, having a great Deſire to taſte of ſome Oil that he 
ſaw in a deep earthen Veſſel, and not being able to put 
his Head in far enougli, by reaſon of the long ſtraight 
Neck of the Pot, after ſome Study ran to the Hold of 
the Ship, which was ballaſted with Gravel-ſtones; from 
thence he- brought in his Mouth, at ſeveral times, as 
many of thoſe little Stones, as, half filling the Pot, forced 
the Oil up to the Mouth; ſo that he could lap his Bell 
fall? Of this Plutarch ſays, he was an Eye. Witneſz. 
Was not this, thinkeſt thou, an Archimedes among the 
Dogs? Are not the Goats of Candy abſolute Phyſicians, 
when; being wounded, they never ceaſe ranging the 
Plants of that fertile Iſland, till they have found out the 
Herb Dittany, with which they reſtore themſelves to 
Health ? £ VVV

N Acquaiated ris formerly with the firſt Neceſſity 1 
had 'to drink Wine, that I might the better con- 
ceal my being a Maſſulman when I was made a Priſo- 
ner by Cardinal Mazarini's Order. I tell thee now, 
this Liquor is grown habitual to me, it being the na- 
tural Beverage of the Country where I am, But the 
French temper it with Water, the better to allay their 
les Thirſt, and prevent Fevers: Which Cuſtom agrees 
ns WF not with the Branch * a x Mabometan, who when he 
$ 
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drinks either Water or Wine, loves to have them pure 
without Mixture. I uſe' it moderately for my Health, 
and to create an Appetite. But this Evening I drank a 
Glaſs of Wine, which is like to make me abhor it for 
ever. In all Probability I ſhall turn as ſtrict and preciſe 
as an Hodgia, For, in the midſt of my Draught, I had 
almoſt ſwallowed a great Spider, which lay drowned 
in the Wine. The little Beaſt had paſſed my Lips; but 
I ſoon cleared my Mouth of ſo dreadful a Morſel. I 
wiſh J could as eaſily diſcharge my Imagination of the 
hated Ideas it has -imbibed with this fatal Potion. Not 
that I think I am poiſoned, or have received any real 
Damage from the Spider : The worſt Venom lies in my 
own Fancy. It will be impoſlible for all the Water in 
France to waſh away the Prejudices I have conceived 
againſt this little Inſet, TI have a perfect Antipathy 
againſt it.

My Reaſon tells me, there was 
no Danger if I had one in my Stomach; having ſeen 
a Phyſician, without the uſe of any Antidote, - ſwallow 
two or three large Spiders in a Glaſs of Wine: And 
this was his ordinary Practice every Morning. And 
moſt of that Profeſſion maintain, that Spiders ſo drank, 
can do no Harm; yet my Antipathy overcomes my 
Reaſon in this Point. And if Galen or Hippocrates were 
alive, they would not be able, with all their learned De- 
monſtrations, to reconcile me to a Creature, for which 
J have an invincible Averſion and Abhorrence.

They ſuperſtitiouſly revere as an Oracle the Manuſcripts

deny the Eternity of Matter, and aſſert the Creation of 


the World out of NOTHING, in a determined Period of 
Time, muſt of Neceſſity own, There was an eternal and 
infinite Emptineſs or Vacuity, which is the ſame as Moſes 
calls by the Name of NOTHING: Which will ſoundas 
harſh in Philoſophy as the Eternity of Matter does in their 
Divinity. Nay, if I miſtake not, it 1s of a worſe Con- 


ſequence, even in the Doctrines of Religion, to aſſert an 


infinite Privation, or want of Exiſtence, to be Coeternal 
with the ſubſtantial God, who is Omnipotent, Living and 
Strong; than to affirm Matter itſelf to be Coeternal with 
him, ſince this is an actual Subſtance, and may with Rea- 
ſoa be ſuppoſed as a neceſſary Emanation of }is * 
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ayd Goodneſs: whereas the other is a mere naked Po- 
tentiality, a Non Entity, as the Weſtern Philoſophers 


call it; and therefore cannot be conceived to flow from 
the Divine Nature, which is Eſſential Life and Being. 
Yet in theſe nice and remote Speculations I am timorous, 


- and dare not be poſitive; leſt I ſhould prophane the 


Honour of that Sovereignly Good, who is the Breath of 
our Noſtrils. To ſpeak the Truth, I am wavering in all 


Things but this, That there is an eternal Mind, every- 


where preſent, the Root and Baſis of all Things viſible 
and inviſible, whom we call Alla, the Support of infinite 
Ages, the Rock and Stay of the Univerſe.” | 
Let thou and I, dear Friend, perſevere in adoring that 
ſuperlative Eſſence of Eſſences, with internal and pro- 
found Devotion. Let our Thoughts be pure, our Words 
few, and thoſe full of innocent and grateful Flames. For, 
aſſuredly, God delights not in the Babbling of the Tongue. 
As for the reſt, let us live according to our Nature and 
Reaſon, as we are Men. For we may believe, That the
